.into the well being'of society; and, 
to be honorably filled and safely to 
society, exacts the devotion of life, 
The' law of nature destines and qual- 
ifies the female sex for the bearing 
and nurture of the children of ouf 
race and for the custody of the 
homes of the world and their main- 
tenance in love and honor. _ And 
all life-long callings of women, in- 
consistent with these radical and 
sacred duties of their sex, as is the 
profession of the law, are depar- 
tures from the order of nature; and 
when voluntary, treason against it. 
The cr-jel chances of life sometimes 
bsffle both sexes and may leave wo- 
men free from the peculiar duties of 
their sex. 
These may need employ- 


ment and should be welcome to ar.y 
p.ot derogatory to their sex and its 
proprieties, or inconsistent with the 
good order of society. 
But it is 


public policy to provide for the sex, 
nor. for its superfluous members; 
and not to tempt women from the 
proper duties of their sex by open- 
ing to them duties peculiar to ours. 
There are many employments in life 
not unfit for female character. 
The 


prfession of the law is surely not 
one of these. 
The peculiar qualities 


of womanhood, its gentle graces, its 
quick sensibility, its tender suscep- 
tibility, its purity, its delicacy, its 
emotional impulses, its subordina- 
tion of hard reason to sympathetic 
feeling, are surely rot qualifications 
for forensic strife. Nature has tem- 
pered woman as little for juridical 
conflicts of the court room, as for 
the physical conflicts of the battle- 
field. 
Womanhood is moulded for 


gentler and belter things. And it is 
net the saints of the world who 
chiefly give employment to our pro- 
fession. 
It has essentially and ha 


bitually to do with all that is self 
ish and malicious, knavish and crim 
inal, course and brutal, repulsivi 
and obscene, in human life.

would be revolting' to all female 
sense of the innocence and sanctit; 
of their sex, shocking to man's rev 
crencc for womanhood and faith ir 
woman, on which hinge all the bet- 
ter affections and humanities of life 
that woman should be permitted to 
mix professionally in all the nasti- 
r.ess of the world which finds its> 
way into the courts of justice. This 
is bad enough for men. Reverence 
for all womanhood would suffer in 
the public spectacle of women so 
instructed and so engaged.

THE CONVENTION 


I 


N THE selection of candidates for state officers, -as well as by 


the platform adopted, the Nonpartisan League showed-yes- 


terday that George F. Comings was right, wh«n he said it was 
entirely unfair to regard the league as a movement founded in 
narrow selfishness to advance the interest of one class only. 


A lawyer is nominated for governor, and a banker is nom- 


inated for state treasurer, the league appreciating that it is not 
so much what men do for a living, as how they THINK, what 
are their CONVICTIONS, and in what direction do their sym- 
pathies extend. Is he 'honest? Is he capable? Does his record 
show that he is heartily and sincerely in sympathy with the aims 
of our movement? These seem to have been the tests applied 
by the convention in selecting its candidates. 


Mr. Comings said the impelling force back of the Non- 


partisan movement was to make democracy real, so we find the 
first plank in its platform a declaration for the initiative, the 
referendum and recall. And we find in another plank a recogni- 
tion of the rights of labor to ORGANIZE in order to deal col- 
lectively with employers, and a declaration in favor of a maxi- 
mum working day of eight hours. 


And in the selection of candidates for the legislature and 


for congress the league appoints committees to confer with labor 
in determining on a choice. 


To be sure a prime object of the league is to make agricul- 


ture more remunerative. 
And here, too, the position of the 


league is one which works for the benefit of ALL. 


The GREAT CALL of today is for more PRODUCTION, and 


particularly for more production of FOOD. Yet thousands and 
thousands of acres of good soil is uncultivated because the culti- 
vation of it cannot be made to pay. 
The cost of fertilizers, of 


farm machinery, and particularly of labor is so great that thou- 
sands of farmers are only able to cultivate so much of their land 
as they can take care of with their own labor. 


The statiticians of the U. S. Department of Labor have just 


told us that there has 'been a decline of 23 per cent in the acreage 
of winter wheat in the United States, and the number of farm 
workers is only 72 per cent of what it was two years ago. 
field agent of the United Slates Bureau of Crop Estimates who 
has been making a survey of Michigan says that nearly one and 
three-quarter million of'acres of farm lands, almost nine per 
cent, are idle this year. 


Some persons have thought that the drift away from the 


farms had been stopped by giving the farmers the automobile, 
the telephone, free rural delivery, and such things, but sta- 
tistics lead to no such conclusion. 


World food shortage may develop into actual famine within 


the next few years, in spite of all the experiments, and surveys 
and investigations of our colleges of agriculture. And the 
men of the Nonpartisan League who are engaged in the most 
hopeful movement to prevent this calamity are targets for 
scornful attack by our colleges and universities.
